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“I’ve had many students who have travelled the world but who think St. 
Laurent was a tributary of the St. Lawrence. No wonder the country is in 
trouble.”

BOG looks at fees May 20 

Operating grant up 11.8% 

UVic’s operating grant for 1980-81 is $41.45 million according to figures 
released by the Universities Council of British Columbia (UCBC). 

The figure represents an increase of 12.4 per cent over UVic’s 1979-80 
operating grant, but the effective general purpose increase is only 11.8 per 
cent because of changes in funding of B.C. Interior programs says UVic 
Vice-President, Finance, Bob McQueen. 

Compared with UVic’s 11.8 per cent increase, Simon Fraser University 
(SFU) receives an 11.3 per cent increase for 1980-81 while the University of 
British Columbia (UBC) receives a 7.9 per cent increase, says McQueen. 
SFU’s operating grant totals $54.3 million while UBC receives $142.8 million. 

McQueen points out that the provincial government grant provides only 90 
per cent of operating revenues, with most of the remainder coming from 
student fees. 

“If the fee level at UVic remains unchanged, the 11.8 per cent increase will 
effectively become a 10.6 per cent increase in total operating revenues,” says 
McQueen. 

UVic president Dr. Howard Petch says he is “not disappointed” with the 
grant, noting that universities in B.C. have fared reasonably well compared 
to those in other provinces. 

While UVic’s operating grant increase is higher than that of other B.C. 
universities, Petch says UVic is “in no way in a better financial position than 
the others”, 

“UVic enrolments increased by 5.5 per cent last year and our grant reflects 
that increase, which was the highest in B.C. The operating grant still does not 
meet the cost of inflation.” 

The finance committee of the UVic Board of Governors (BOG) is discuss¬ 
ing the question of increased tuition fees and will make its recommendations 
at the May 20 meeting of the BOG, says Petch. The allocation of the operating 
grant to university departments will be discussed at the June BOG meeting. 


Expanded UVic role 
at DTUC?

A special meeting of Senate has been called 
by President Dr. Howard Petch for June 4 
to discuss a proposal for an expanded role 
for UVic in the David Thompson Univer¬ 
sity Centre (DTUC) in Nelson, B.C. 

Petch told the May 7 Senate meeting 
that Dr. Glen Farrell, director of University 
Extension, has been asked to submit prop¬ 
osals for a five-year experimental program 
to be delivered by UVic to the Interior 
campus. 

B.C. Education Minister Brian Smith 
announced an expanded role for UVic at 
DTUC during a visit there in late April. 

DTUC is currently administered by Sel¬ 
kirk College and offers college-level courses 
as well as UVic programs in education and 
fine arts. 

Farrell indicated that his proposal to ' 
Senate will concentrate on expansion in 
education and fine arts. 

“The two-year elementary certification 
courses designed for rural teachers will 
remain the cornerstone of the education 
program at DTUC, and will probably be 
expanded. Two areas of fine arts, in theatre 
and visual arts, will probably be expanded 
to allow diploma program students at Sel¬ 
kirk College to obtain a Bachelor of Fine 
Arts degree.” 

Farrell also indicated that he would ask 
the School of Music to consider a degree 
completion program for students in the 
two-year music program at Selkirk. 

There is some possibility that a general 
B.A. program might be developed at 
DTUC, adds Farrell. 

“The writing program offered by Selkirk 
could provide the basis for the first two 
years of a general B.A. emphasizing crea¬ 
tive writing. It seems logical to provide 
degree completion programs that fit into 
Selkirk’s first and second year programs.” 

Farrell says UVic will continue to 
emphasize education and fine arts pro¬ 
grams because legislation that created 
DTUC as the successor institution to Notre 
Dame University in 1977 specifically spells 
out this responsibility. But he does not rule 
out expanded general arts programs if it is 
possible to develop them within the five- 
year time frame of the experimental 
program. 

There is little possibility that science 
degree completion can be offered within 
five years because of the additional prob¬ 
lems of providing qualified university level 
instructors and the huge expense of provid¬ 
ing adequate laboratory and support 
facilities. 

“The programs specified in legislation 
have obvious priority,” says Farrell. 

He says there is nothing to peclude the 
University of British Columbia (UBC) or 
Simon Fraser University (SFU) from offer¬ 
ing programs in forestry, agriculture or 
any other areas if they are so inclined. He 
points to a recent agreement between the 
College of New Caledonia and UBC to offer 
courses in agriculture in Prince George as 
an example. 

“I think that what is emerging is a co¬ 
operative education system with universi¬ 
ties working more closely with community 
colleges. It makes more sense than build¬ 


ing traditional universities if a quality edu¬ 
cation can be provided at less cost.” 

Farrell hopes to see an advisory board 
developed at DTUC to include representa¬ 
tive of students, faculty members and the 
community.

Extension 

squeezed 

Students in UVic credit programs in the 
B.C. Interior will continue to get the educa¬ 
tional services they need despite a Univer¬ 
sities Council of British Columbia (UCBC) 
decision to provide only half the funds 
requested for extension credit programs, 
says Dr. Glen Farrell, director of UVic’s 
Extension Division. 

Farrell says full funding for UVic Inte¬ 
rior credit courses was given only for pro¬ 
grams at David Thompson University 
Centre (DTUC). 

Full funding was also received for 
Extension’s credit-free programs. “These 
funding decisions reflect a clear priority 
for David Thompson University Centre, 
which is fair enough, but other people in 
other areas are being penalized because we 
cannot do as much to provide requested 
educational services elsewhere,” says 
Farrell. 

He adds that he will be meeting with 
Extension’s program officers to discuss 
areas where Extension will have to hold 
the line, and in some cases, pull back 
services. 

“Areas where there is a long-term com¬ 
mitment’ have priority, programs such as 
the social work degree completion program 
in the Okanagan with 48 students entering 
second year, public administration 
diploma program, and planned degree pro¬ 
grams. Any other areas where students are 
committed for more than one year also 
have priority. 

“Elective credit courses represent a 
short term commitment. We will be doing 
our best to keep all the programs alive, but 
it is a question of holding the line. Cer¬ 
tainly, expansion is out of the question.”

McGeer cool 
to 

housing appeal 

Dr. Pat McGeer, Minister of Universities, 
Science and Communications, offers little 
help for students facing a housing shortage 
in Victoria. 

In a recent Canadian Press story, 
McGeer is quoted as saying that “educa¬ 
tional money should not be spent for hous¬ 
ing purposes.” 

McGeer was replying to statements by 
the British Columbia Students' Federation 
(BCSF) which met earlier this month at 
UVic. 

In a news release BCSF officials said 
students will be forced to live in motels and 
camp on campuses in September unless 
government action is taken to ease the stu¬ 
dent housing shortage. 

“We’ve got too limited funds in the aca¬ 
demic area for it to be taken to subsidize 
housing,” said McGeer. 

He suggested that university adminis¬ 
trations must supply the remedy to the 
housing shortage. “They can set up with 
any commercial corporation,” he said. 
“They can lease part of their land to some¬ 
one to come in and build their accommoda¬ 
tions for them.” 

Earlier this year the Universities Coun¬ 
cil of British Columbia (UCBC) announced 
a change of policy regarding student 
housing. 

UCBC has rescinded its policy that pro¬ 
vincial capital grants to universities are 
not to be used to finance student residences 
and asked universities to present proposals 
for renovations and new construction of 
residences. 

UVic is hoping for 350 beds to add to the 
900 residence spaces now available. 

Student demand for housing at UVic is 
higher than ever, with more than 1,500 
applications already received for residence 
places in September. President Dr. Howard 
Petch predicts the worst UVic student 
housing crisis ever in September and esti¬ 
mates that about 1,600 beds for single stu¬ 
dents would be adequate to meet present 
needs. 


A search committee to select a candidate 
for Dean of Arts and Science should be 
complete by May 28. 

Faculty members in Arts and Science 
are now voting to select six members of the 
11-member search committee. Balloting in 
this election ends May 28. 

Academic Vice-President Dr. Alfred 
Fischer is a member of the committee as are 
Dr. George Corwin (Music) and Alma 
Mater Society (AMS) President Angus 
Christian (A&S-3) and Vice-President Lor¬ 
raine Ossleton (A&S-2). The Graduate Stu¬ 
dent Society earlier this week had yet to 
name a committee member. 

The search committee replaces a com¬ 
mittee selected in 1979 which chose Dr. I.D. 
Pal (Economics), Acting Dean of Arts and 
Science, as the candidate for dean. When 
Pal’s candidacy failed to receive approval 
of at least 60 per cent of the faculty 
members in Arts and Science, the commit¬ 
tee resigned. 
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Open House ’81 

There will be an Open House ’81 at 
UVic. 

President Dr. Howard Petch 
announced this week that plans are 
underway to hold an open house on 
campus during two days in March 
of 1981. 

“The last open house was held in 
1978 and there has been a great deal 
of progress on campus since then,” 
said Petch. “An open house is an 
excellent way of informing the com¬ 
munity about all facets of the 
university.” 

More than 20,000 people came to 
UVic on March 11 and 12 of 1978 to 
view more than 50 displays, demon¬ 
strations and films and to partici¬ 
pate in many special events. 

It is estimated that more than 
500 faculty, staff and student 
volunteers will be involved in Open 
House ’81. 


Now hear this 

A panel discussion focussing on the 
reasons behind the May 20 Quebec 
referendum has been prepared by 
Kim Whale of Information Services 
for presentation on National Public 
Radio in the United States. 

Whale, producer-host of UVic’s 
syndicated radio service, acts as 
moderator for the program, with 
Prof. Murray Rankin (Law) and Dr. 
Terry Morley (Political Science) as 
panelists. 

The taped panel discussion was 
requested by the national radio sys¬ 
tem which includes about 200 sta¬ 
tions in the United States. 

Whale describes the program as 
“an unemotional examination of 
the Quebec question”. Both Rankin 
and Morley are bilingual and have 
had extensive experience in 
Quebec. 

The panel discussion will also be 
sent to about 100 radio stations in 
Canada that subscribe to UVic’s 
syndicated radio service. 


Pal will serve as acting dean until June 
30 this year. 

President Dr. Howard Petch has stated 
that he will seek the new committee’s 
advice in selecting a candidate for acting 
dean beginning July 1. 

Meanwhile voting ends today on the 
candidacy of Dr. Arthur Kratzmann 
(CFMD) as Dean of Education and Dr. 
Bruce Howe (Physical Education) as Asso¬ 
ciate Dean. If they receive the endorsement 
of at least 60 per cent of faculty members in 
Education and are ratified by the Board of 
Governors, Kratzmann and Howe will 
each serve three-year terms, beginning 
July 1. 

McKinnon 
opens doors 

Registration deadline is 4:30 p.m. today for 
members of the community wishing to 
enrol in a summer community activity pro¬ 
gram established by Athletics and Recrea¬ 
tional Services. 

The program is designed to promote 
community use and participation in var¬ 
ious recreational programs offered during 
the summer months at UVic. 

Non-university persons must register 
for the summer session user activity mem¬ 
bership card which is valid May 1 through 
August 31. 

Members are entitled to use university 
athletic and recreational facilities which 
include a 25 metre L-shaped pool, gymna¬ 
sium, weight room, squash and tennis 
courts and numerous jogging trails. 

Membership rates are $30 for adults and 
$20 for students 14 years of age or over. 

Services available include equipment 
sign out, tennis and squash court bookings, 
locker and towel service as well as fitness 
appraisal and counselling. 


Manpower shortages, rather than lack of 
money and imagination, will be the major 
roadblock to implementing rational energy 
options in British Columbia if action is not 
taken soon, says UVic President Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch. 

Petch made the comment in his closing 
remarks as moderator of “Energy Options 
for the 80’s” a half-day symposium held in 
Victoria May 9 which attracted about 200 
participants. 

Noting that B.C. has never met its 
annual requirement for engineers and that 
the province imports one engineer for every 
two it educates, Petch said a serious shor¬ 
tage of trained manpower may develop in 
the 1980s. Ten per cent of registered engi¬ 
neers in Canada are employed in B.C., but 
the province graduates only 4.5 per cent of 
them. 

“I have been told by one senior member 
of a petroleum corporation that his com¬ 
pany estimates its needs at 650 engineers a 
year for the forseeable future. That alone 
equals the output of the graduating classes 
of the three engineering schools in B.C. and 
Alberta.” 

Petch said while demand is increasing 
for engineering school graduates and there 
is an indication that the job vacancy rate is 
the highest in 53 years, the output of B.C.’s 
only engineering school has remained 


almost static during the 1970s. 

Petch suggested that two more engineer¬ 
ing schools the size of the present one at 
UBC should be considered by the govern¬ 
ment to provide the manpower the province 
will need. 

The lead time required to provide facili¬ 
ties, design curriculums and graduate the 
first students means that even if the 
schools are put in place, there would be no 
new graduates until 1986 at the earliest, he 
said. 

Speakers at the symposium included the 
Hon. Bob McClelland and Dr. Harry Swain 
of the B.C. Ministry of Energy, Mines and 
Petroleum Resources; Ray Williston, presi¬ 
dent of B.C. Cellulose Corp.; Robert 
Bonner, chairman of B.C. Hydro; Norman 
Didur, director of Vancouver Island Gas 
and Vice President of Intercity Gas of Win¬ 
nipeg; John Porter, managing director of 
the Independent Petroleum Association of 
Canada; Dr. Harry Foster of the UVic Geo¬ 
graphy Department, and local business¬ 
men Cedric Steele and Sam Bawlf. 

The luncheon speaker, Roy MacLaren, 
an Ontario M.P. and parliamentary secre¬ 
tary to federal energy minister Marc 
Lalonde, later toured UVic Chemistry 
Department labs to see research in pro¬ 
gress on alternative energy sources includ¬ 
ing coal liquefaction and salinity power. 


Who goes to university ? 


A study commissioned by the Ontario 
government has confirmed something that 
UVic student politicians and President Dr. 
Howard Petch have been saying for some 
time. 

Rich urban males have a better chance 
of attending university than do poorer stu¬ 
dents from rural areas. 

Sociologists Paul Anisef and Gottfried 
Paasche of York University tracked down 
1,500 grade 12 students who graduated 
from high schools in Ontario in 1973. 

The researchers found that those most 
likely to attend university had parents who 
were university educated, employed in 
high-status jobs and earning higher than 
average salaries. Those least likely to 
attend university had parents with little 
formal education, earning incomes in low- 
status jobs. 

Bright students from needy families are 
less likely to attend university than their 
rich counterparts because of income, fam¬ 
ily attitude towards education, peer group 
pressure, self-esteem, geography and 
course selection in high school, says a 
report by the researchers. 

The report states that three of 10 Grade 
12 graduates went to university, with three 
going to community colleges and four 
directly to work. 

Recommendations in the report include 
an overhaul of guidance services in high 


schools to encourage those with ability to 
seek higher education and to get students 
to consider a wide range of careers. 

The report also recommends that par¬ 
ents be brought into guidance with both 
parents and students informed about the 
, consequences of decisions on courses and 
that programs be instituted in high schools 
to draw female students into predomi¬ 
nantly male subjects such as mathematics. 

Binding arbitration 
issue unresolved 

At a meeting between representatives of 
the UVic Board of Governors and the 
Faculty Association May 7, final agree¬ 
ment was not reached on means for investi- 
gating and establishing binding 
arbitration on salaries. 

Dr. Trevor Williams (English), new pres¬ 
ident of the Faculty Association, said at 
the Ring deadline May 14 that the Faculty 
Association executive will meet May 21 to 
discuss the issue. 

Former Faculty Association president 
Dr. Sam Scully (Classics) announced in 
January that the Association would not be 
entering into discussion of 1980-81 salaries 
with the UVic administration before an 
agreement has been reached on the princi¬ 
ple of binding arbitration.

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Fundamental search

The UVic student population has been 
showing a growing interest in religion over 
the past few years, according to three men 
who minister to the spiritual needs of the 
campus community, through the UVic 
Chaplains Service. 

The interest being shown in religion is 
“overwhelming” not only at UVic but at 
universities across the country, says 
Father Leo Robert. 

“There is no doubt about it, people are 
looking for answers,” adds Rev. Clare 
Holmes. 

The largest club membership at UVic is 
currently found in Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship, points out Father Walter 
Donald. j 

Increasing numbers of students are 
finding their way to the Chaplains Office 
on the second floor of University Centre, 
but this is not because the chaplains have 
deliberately sought to make their presence 
more widely known on campus, according 
to Robert. 

“A lot of people still don’t know we’re 
here. That’s O.K. We haven’t pushed our¬ 
selves. We have a low profile. If somebody 
wants to come and see us, they’ll find us. 
We’re definitely not out to find converts,” 
he says. 

Robert is the original member of the 
Chaplains Service at UVic, which had no 
direct relationship with church organiza¬ 
tions until the early 1970s. Talks were held 
in early 1970 between religious leaders in 
the community and the university, and in 
March, 1972 the Roman Catholic Diocese 
appointed Robert as the campus priest. 


ing problems.” 

UVic set aside an office for the chap¬ 
lains service not long after Robert arrived 
on campus. The service is supported by the 
churches involved, who pay rent. In 1977 a 
Memorandum of Understanding was con¬ 
firmed by the university and the three 
founding churches, and a President’s Advi¬ 
sory Committee on Chaplains Services was 
established. 

“The churches supply the service and 
the university makes us welcome guests. In 
the best sense, the arrangement is like a 
good marriage. Neither party has to be 
there. Either could terminate tomorrow,” 
says Donald. 

Exactly why the numbers of people seek¬ 
ing their services has been growing is 
something the university chaplains can 
speculate upon, if not precisely explain. 

It is not only people who are in crisis 
who are showing interest in religion, says 
Holmes. “Some kids have a conviction that 
something is fundamental. Our office is a 
place where you can ‘come in and try out 
your latest theory’.” 

Although the majority of people visiting 
the office are Christians, not all are com¬ 
mitted to a specific faith, he adds. “There is 
a lot of interest in spiritual matters and in 
God, not necessarily in denominations.” 

Donald believes many young people 
seeking spiritual values today grew up in 
homes where the parents had been alien¬ 
ated by the church and there was a spirit¬ 
ual vacuum. 

“But it’s phony to say you can let kids 
grow up and make their own decisions. 
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parts of the 1960s and early 1970s and their 
high level of anxiety about work and 
studies. 

“If there is any criticism to make, it is 
that they work too hard. They are uptight 
and anxious about their studies. They are 
taking their work very seriously. They are 
probably the most hard-working group 
since the veterans came back from World 
War II,” says Donald. 

“I can’t say they’re wrong, but they are 
self-centered. The Sixties are dead!” 

Robert used to find that it was mainly 
third and fourth year students who would 
.show a serious interest in religion, but this 
too has changed. 

“Now, even first year students are more 
serious. I don’t know why.” 

When Robert arrived on campus in 1972 
he used his home for group sessions and 
religious services for students. He has con¬ 
tinued this practice and finds that many 
students will go to his home who wouldn’t 
visit University Centre Room A223. He 
gojes where the students are, knowing that 
patterns of behavior change quickly. 


retreats annually. 

Personal marriage counselling is 
offered by each chaplain, and the three 
work together in offering a 10-week mar¬ 
riage preparation course entitled “Growth 
Together” which is growing in popularity. 

“You can’t really prepare people for 
marriage. That happens in home as child¬ 
ren are growing up. But we try to get people 
to look at a variety of topics that can cause 
problems and to dialogue about them,” 
explains Robert. People from different 
faculties and campus services participate 
in giving seminars during the course, 
which discusses the legal, financial, biolog¬ 
ical, social and emotional aspects of 
marriage. 

The chaplains agree that having an 
office on campus is helpful but do not want 
to become associated with one particular 
place to the extent that they become cut off 
from the campus at large. They are cau¬ 
tiously pleased that a chapel may be built 
on campus (see the Ring, Jan. 25, 1980), 
but stress that they did not propose that it 
be built.

“I spend a lot of time with students 
breaking down their hate for the church. 
Eight years ago, the most important thing 
was drinking in the pub. Not now. Seven 
years ago, there was no mass on campus. I 
started having it when students demanded 
it. Recently I held the first Roman Catholic 
mass on campus.” 

The chaplains like to move about the 
campus, finding that this is the best way to 
meet a wide cross section of people. Robert 
prefers not to wear a collar, and Donald 
often goes without his, noticing that some 
people will approach him if he is wearing a 
collar who might not otherwise, and vice 
versa. 

Among the services provided by the 
chaplains are pastoral counselling, includ¬ 
ing home and hospital visits, conducting 
symposia and workshops in the commun¬ 
ity, weddings, baptisms and funerals, 
assisting in ecumenical and denomina¬ 
tional study sessions on religious issues, 
sponsoring study sessions on the philo¬ 
sophy and history of religion, and conduct¬ 
ing both ecumenical and denominational 
. worship services. The chaplains assist in 
• arranging social activities for students 
and organize two inter-denominational 


“We’re not the ones who have been ask¬ 
ing for it, but we’ll support it and use it. We 
would like to have a meditation area in the 
chapel which would be open all day and set 
apart from the celebration and ceremony 
part,” says Holmes. 

“We’re trying to illustrate that religion 
can be part of life and not set apart. When 
we came here, one of our anxieties was that 
we’d be set apart. So, we’ll continue in Uni¬ 
versity Centre regardless of what 
happens.” 

Robert says he was originally opposed 
to having a chapel on campus because of 
the possibility of such a building separat¬ 
ing the church from the campus commun¬ 
ity. Now he sees a need for it. “There is a 
need for a space for people to pray silently 
by themselves.” 

According to Donald, people sometimes 
raise the question, ‘Why a Chaplains Ser¬ 
vice, when there is a good Counselling Ser¬ 
vice on campus?’ The two services are 
complementary and don’t duplicate each 
other he feels. “There is a two-way co¬ 
operative referral between the two offices 
which works well and “provides a good 
example of the way the campus ought to 
operate.”

Later that year, the Anglican Church 
appointed a university chaplain, and in 
September, 1973, the United Church 
appointed Holmes. Donald became the 
Anglican representative to the joint minis¬ 
try two years ago. The men providing pas¬ 
toral services to the campus work as an 
ecumenical unit and welcome people of 
other faiths to work with them, as well as 
providing services in their individual 
faiths. Christian Scientist Joy Stamford 
and George F « i ch of the Lutheran 
Church are now working through the 
Chaplains Service as part-time associates. 

“We’re responsible not just for students, 
. but for providing a pastoral service for 
faculty, staff and their families. We 
probably have the largest ministry in the 
city,” says Donald. 

During the academic year from lt> to 2U 
students drop into the chaplains office over 
the lunch hour. A few of these might be 
people with problems but most are simply 
seeking fellowship and conversation, 
according to the campus pastors. Robert is 
pleased that the UVic Chaplains Service 
attracts “an exceptionally healthy group, 
not only people in trouble. We want it this 
way.” 

Adds Holmes, “we have a good group of 
kids who would move around others hav¬ 


They grow up with some values, if not from 
the church, from elsewhere. After World 
War II science was going to solve every¬ 
thing. It didn’t. Now, people are becoming 
disillusioned with politics, education, and 
material comfort too. So now students are 
coming in and saying things such as ‘I 
don’t even know what questions to ask, or 
whether I should be talking to you but I’ve 
got a friend who is a Christian’, or ‘I have 
been reading my Bible, and...’ ” 

The phenomenon of more people search¬ 
ing for God, which became noticeable 
throughout the late 1970s, is not necessar¬ 
ily a good thing from the point of view of 
Robert. For some, he says, the return to 
religion is undertaken as a “last resort” 
which is not always desirable. 

“Numbers don’t make me happy. They 
never have. I want religion to be a genuine 
search for God. I wouldn’t want everybody 
to go on the search either. To me, a church 
makes things available to help people find 
God. It’s not good for everybody. There are 
many ways to touch God. There are people 
who don’t need God.” 

Combined with a growing interest in 
religion, other shifts in student attitude 
and behavior have been noticed by the 
chaplains. They remark on the seriousness 
of the students compared to their counter¬ 


The Canadian Law Teaching Clinic at 
Banff, Alta., begins its second year of oper¬ 
ation May 19 under the directorship of 
UVic law professor Neil Gold. 

Designed to assist law teachers in devel¬ 
oping skills and methods that will enhance 
their teaching ability, the clinic has a staff 
of 15 with expertise ranging through clini¬ 
cal and educational psychology, practical 
experience in the legal profession and in 
educational methodology. 

“This is the first program to be co¬ 
operatively funded by all 22 Canadian law 
schools,” Says Gold, “and it also has the 
backing of four provincial law 
foundations.” 

The clinic was first proposed by Dal- 
housie University law dean Ronald St. 
John MacDonald in 1978 and was 
endorsed by the Committee of Canadian 
Law Deans later that year. Funding was 
made available through contributions by 
law schools and faculties represented on 
the committee. 

Further assistance came from the Law 
Foundation of British Columbia with a 
$15,000 grant to be made available over a 
three-year period, the Law Foundation of 
Saskatchewan, with a grant of $2,500 per 
year for a similar period, and the Law 
Foundations of Ontario and New Bruns¬ 
wick, contributing $5,000 and $2,500 


respectively. 

The University of Calgary was desig¬ 
nated as the host institution with Calgary 
law dean John McLaren the chairman of 
the original clinic co-ordinating 
committee. 

Gold was named director when the 
clinic began operation in 1979. He has 
served as a director of clinical legal educa¬ 
tion programs at UVic and the University 
of Windsor, and is a former chairman of the 
UVic law faculty’s curriculum committee. 
He has participated in a number of teach¬ 
ing clinics in law and education. 

“This year’s clinic will run for 10 days 
and enrolment is limited to 32 people,” says 
Gold. “The emphasis will be on small group 
discussions and workshops and on practice 
teaching and criticism. It’s an intensive 
program, so we suggest that anybody who 
wants to do extensive sightseeing in the 
area plan to do it before or after the 
program.” 

Gold adds that a lot of the credit for the 
success of the clinic goes to Professor Law¬ 
rence Fisher, an educational consultant 
with the University of Calgary’s Faculty of 
Medicine, and to Iwan Saunders in Cal¬ 
gary’s continuing education faculty, who 
added their skills to the organization of the 
project. 
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Two printmaking students in Visual Arts, Susan 
Fergusson (FA-4) and Roberta Dee Sutherland 

(FA-2) have won scholarships to the Banff 
School of Fine Arts. 

Access hours at the McPherson Library have 
changed for the summer months. The library is 
now open from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday and from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. Friday. The 
McPherson is open from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Satur¬ 
day and closed Sunday and holidays. Access 
hours for the periodicals reading room, reserve 
reading room, music and audio, university map 
collection, reference division, microforms and 
curriculum laboratory in the MacLaurin Build¬ 
ing are also changed for the summer. 

The interim president of Discovery Parks, 
Donald Larsen, has resigned, stating that he 
was not offered the presidency on a permanent 
basis because he is a "visible supporter of the 
Social Credit Party”. Larsen who explained the 
concept of Discovery Parks at a meeting at 
UVic in 1979 wrote to Dr. John MacDonald, 
chairman of the board of directors of Discovery 
Park, in March, stating that the board of direc¬ 
tors felt his support of the Social Credit Party 
would make him “an embarrassment and a det¬ 
riment if the government changed which is a 
very likely possibility”. Discovery Parks have 
been proposed on the campuses of the three 
B.C. universities, the British Columbia Institute 
of Technology and the Institute of Ocean 
Sciences at Pat Bay. The research parks are 
designed to attract high technology industry. 
Sizeable amounts of property have been set 
aside at UBC and SFU for Discovery Parks. 
UVic has proposed participating by providing 
multi-tenant space in a new Life Sciences 
Building between the Elliott and Cunningham 
Buildings. 

The McKinnon Centre is open from 7:30 a.m. to 
9:30 p.m. Monday through Friday until July 1. 
The building is open from 10 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday and from noon to 5:30 
p.m. on holidays. Authorized families are wel¬ 
come to use any of the facilities at any time they 
are available during May and June. 

UVic Classics students have done well in 
national competitions organized by the Classi¬ 
cal Association of Canada for under-graduate 
in Canadian universities. Shane Gaiesky, a 
third-year honors student, took first place in 
the Greek Sight Translation contest and 
received an honorable mention in the Latin 
contest. Karin Rasmussen, a second-year stu¬ 
dent, was awarded a book prize in the essay 
contest. Two other Classics students have 
received prestigious awards. Deborah Gas¬ 
coyne, a final-year honors student, has been 
awarded a SSHRC Special M.A. Scholarship, 
the only one awarded to a UVic student, and 
will register at the University of Toronto in Sep¬ 
tember. So also will Patricia Knight, 'who has 
just completed her M.A. She has been awarded 
a Connaught Scholarship at Toronto to do a 
Ph.D. in Classics. 

The Senate has a rather pleasant duty to per¬ 
form at a special closed meeting May 21. At the 
meeting Senate will officially grant degrees to 
more than 1,100 UVic students. These degrees 
will be confirmed and conferred by Chancellor 
Ian McTaggart Cowan at Convocation ceremo¬ 
nies May 31 in the McKinnon Centre. 

The Eighth Canadian Operator and Operator 
Algebra Symposium winds up today at UVic. 
Co-hosts Drs. C.R. Miers and A.R. Sourour of 
the Department of Mathematics greeted about 
25 operator theorists from Canada, the U.S., 
and Denmark. The conference is funded by an 
NSERC Conference Grant. Miers will give a talk 
titled “Iterates of Derivations” at the Operator 
Algebras and Derivations Conference to be 
held in Tubingen, Germany from June 9 to 12. 

UVic graduate John Russell has an exhibition 
of 17 works now on display in the McPherson 
Library Gallery. The works are done in oil pas¬ 
tel, chalk pastel, graphite crayon, conte a paris 
and freezer marker, either separately or in com¬ 
bination. The exhibition ends May 22. 


First year UVic Law students Linda Tarras, Paul 
Grier and Gregory Harney, and second year 
Law student Andrew Petter have been selected 
to participate in the Law Student Police Recruit 
Program with the Victoria City Police Depart¬ 
ment this summer. The students will perform all 
the duties of rookie police officers under the 
supervision of a senior member of the depart¬ 
ment. Purpose of the program is to introduce 
top law students to the police perspective on 
law enforcement and encourage interest in 
criminal law careers, either as prosecutors or 


defence lawyers. The program was started by 
now-retired Victoria City Chief of Police J.F. 
Gregory in 1970, and was the first of its kind in 
Canada. There are now more than 35 police 
departments across Canada participating in 
the program, which is funded by the federal 
Department of Justice and local municipalities.

Students behind bars 
honored at ceremony 


Solicitor General of Canada Bob Kaplan 
was the keynote speaker May 11 at the 
eighth annual recognition and awards 
ceremony for prisoners at the Matsqui 
Institution who are taking university 
courses through UVic. 

In a unique program, 55 students behind 
bars at Matsqui and 27 students at Kent 
penitentiary are taking up to 18 units of 
regular UVic courses each year. 

At the ceremony May 11, Randolph 
Jones was honored for achieving enough 
university credits to receive a B.A. degree 
from UVic. 

Jones is the ninth student to receive a 
degree through the program which origi¬ 
nated in 1972 with Dr. Douglas Ayers of the 
Faculty of Education at the University of 
Victoria and Dr. T.A. Parlett of the Cana¬ 
dian Penitentiary Service. 

Ayers is the co-ordinator of the program 
which moved from the British Columbia 
Penitentiary to the new Kent institution in 
Abbotsford in January of this year, with 
the transfer of prisoners from B.C.P. 

UVic faculty members attending the 
awards ceremony at Matsqui included Dr. 
Alfred Fischer, Academic Vice President; 
Dr. Norma Mickelson, Dean of Education; 
Prof. G.G. McOrmond, Assistant Dean of 
Arts and Science; Dr. Henry Warkentyne, 
chairman of the Department of Anthropol¬ 
ogy; Dr. Ronald Hoppe, Acting chairman 
of the Psychology Department and Dr. Vic¬ 
tor Neufeldt of the English Department. 

Students were presented with book 
awards and certificates by faculty 
members. 


The UVic program is the first to offer 
senior level courses leading to a degree 
while in prison. Ayers explains that the 
UVic program is also unique because it 
includes faculty members who teach full¬ 
time in the two prisons. 

Faculty reps 
elected to BOG 

Dr. R.R. Davidson, chairman of the Mathe¬ 
matics Department, and Dr. J. A. Schofield 
(Economics) have been elected as faculty 
representatives on the Board of Governors 
(BOG). 

Davidson led four candidates with 162 
votes in an April by-election to fill two 
vacancies created with the resignations 
from the BOG of Dr. I.D. Pal, Acting Dean 
of Arts and Science, and Dr. Rod Syming¬ 
ton, chairman of the Department of Ger¬ 
manic Languages and Literature. 

Pal resigned, effective May 1, while 
Symington’s resignation is effective June 
30. 

Davidson will finish Pal’s term, from 
May 1 this year to May 31,1981. Schofield, 
who finished second with 109 votes, will 
finish Symington’s term, from July 1 this 
year to May 31, 1981. 

Other candidates in the by-election were 
Dr. J.T. Weaver (Physics) who received 96 
votes and Dr. Andrew Farquharson (Social 
Work) who polled 74 votes. 

Of 449 faculty members who were eligi¬ 
ble to vote in the by-election, 254 cast bal¬ 
lots for a voter turnout of 56.6 per cent.
